Semi-circular  feather  cloak,  that  measures  twenty-five  inches  around 
the  neck,  one  hundred  and  fourteen  inches  around  the  bottom,  forty- 
two  inches  long  in  the  back,  and  thirty-four  inches  long  in  the 
front.  The  ground-work  is  of  solid  red  feathers,  on  which  are  five 
large  crescents  of  yellow  feathers.  The  border,  which  is  also  of 
yellow  feathers,  goes  around  the  bottom  only,  at  the  sides  of  the 
front  are  triangular  spots  of  yellow  feathers.  Mrs.  Curran's  grand- 
father, Captain  William  Cunningham,  of  Cambridge,  Massachu- 
setts, who  was  a  sea  captain,  brought  the  cloak  to  her  grandmother, 
ninety  or  more  years  ago.  It  is  a  war  cloak,  such  as  were  worn  by 
the  Kings  of  the  Sandwich  Islands,  and  is  one  of  ten  in  existence. 
It  is  on  a  foundation  made  of  netting  on  which  the  feathers  arc 
tied  with  fine  thread  or  fibre,  both  netting  and  thread  made  from 
a  native  hemp.  The  red  feathers  were  obtained  from  the  Vestiaria 
Cocinea.  The  yellow  feathers  were  obtained  from  the  Acruloccrcos 
Nobilis,  now  said  to  be  extinct.

Allen,  Martha  Allington — 

A  large  chest,  of  English  oak,  brought  over  with  the  wedding  outfit 
of  the  first  maiden  married  in  Burlington,  N.  J.,  bearing  date, 
carved  in  relief  figures,  1695  ;  property  of  Mary  Murfin,  who 
came  here  when  four  years  old.  She  married  the  Smith  who  built 
the  house  at  the  corner  of  Broad  and  High  streets,  Burlington. 
The  chest  decended  through  the  Allington  family  to  its  present 
owner,  and  now  stands  in  her  hall  at  Beverly.

A  china  cup,  colonial. 

Stafford,  Mrs.  Richard — 

Mahogany  book  case,  with  desk  on  top.  At  least  one  hundred  years 
old. 

Stevenson,  Mrs.  Charles — 
A  small  chair,  colonial. 

Stevenson,  Mrs.  Jane — 

A  chair  and  brass  candlestick,  over  one  hundred  years  old. 

A  map  of  Philadelphia,  printed  July,  1681 ;  after  two  hundred  copies 
were  made  the  plate  was  destroyed.  The  names  of  the  original 
settlers  and  purchasers  are  inscribed  on  it,  among  them  that  of 
William  Penn. 

A  book,  written  by  Robert  Barclay  and  dedicated  to  Charles  the 
Second.  On  the  first  page  is  the  following,  "  From  thy  faithful 
friend  and  subject,  from  Ury,  the  place  of  my  pilgrimage,  in  the 
native  country  of  Scotland,  the  25th  day  of  the  month  called  No- 
vember, in  the  year  1675." 
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Turner,  Mrs.  Bertha— 

An  oval  looking  glass,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  old. 

Williams,  Mrs.  Benjamin- 
Old   china,   large  silver  spoons,   teaspoons,  chairs,   tables,  chest  of 
drawers,  and  many  other  articles,  all  over  one  hundred  years  old. 

Camden. 

Ayer,  Mrs.  F.  W.— 

Hall  clock,  over  one  hundred  years  old. 

Chest  of  drawers,  and  straight   high-backed  chair,  both   over  one 

hundred  years  old. 
Candle  stand  with  shade,  over  one  hundred  years  old. 
Six  silver  teaspoons  of  quaint  design,  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  old. 

Betts,  Helen  Carter  and  Claire,  R.  G.— 

Silver  chocolate  pot  with  elaborate  monogram  J.  D.  in  a  shield  on 
the  side,  a  pineapple  on  the  lid,  and  carved  cocoa  wood  handle, 
over  one  hundred  years  old ;  it  belonged  to  the  present  owners' 
great-grandfather,  Jean  Baptiste  Dauphin,  who  having  always 
treated  his  slaves  kindly,  was  assisted  by  them,  at  the  time  of  the 
insurrection  of  San  Domingo  in  1791,  to  escape  with  his  family 
and  a  few  jewels  and  silver. 

Four  tined  silver  fork  with  the  monogram  J.  D.  on  the  back ;  part  of 
the  family  silver  of  J.  B.  Dauphin,  very  old. 

Earrings,  four  inches  long,  the  pendant  centre  piece  is  a  curious  stone 
or  stones — ^jewelers  cannot  tell  whether  a  natural  or  manufactured 
stone — shaped  like  a  pyramid,  of  five  colors,  canary,  clear  white, 
greenish  blue,  milk  white  and  ruby ;  three  chains  of  small  dia- 
monds and  blue  stones  hold  exquisite  filigree  gold.  Worn  by  the 
wife  of  J.  B.  Dauphin. 

Fine  china  teapot,  cup  and  saucer,  and  plate,  decorated  in  gold  and 
brownish  red ;  the  design  a  landscape  with  a  castle  in  the  fore- 
ground.    They  belonged  to  Mr.  J.  B.  Dauphin. 
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Very  curious  sampler,  about  one  yard  square,  religious  in  design  and 

elaborately  worked  in  crewels,  silk  and  her  own  hair,  by  Henrietta 

Bedford,  and  given  by  her  to  Jane  Dauphin. 
Engraving  of  Genivieve,  Countesse  de  Brabant,  on  parchment  paper, 

dedicated  to  Madame  La  Duchesse  de  Richelieu.     It  belonged  to 

Mr.  Dauphin  over  one  hundred  years  ago. 

Browningr,  Mrs.  Beiyamin — 

Two  mahogany  chairs,  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  old. 
Pocketbook,  make  by  her  great -great -grandmother  in   1740,  on  the 
anniversary  of  her  silver  wedding. 

Browning,  Miss  Virginia — 

Piece  of  wooden  cornice,  from  Pohick  Church,  seven  miles  below  Mt. 
Vernon  ;  carved  with  pen  knives  by  Washington's  slaves.  The 
church  was  built  by  Washington  for  Nelly  Custis  after  her  marriage 
with  Colonel  Lewis. 

Piece  of  velvet,  from  the  pulpit  of  Pohick  Church. 

Carpenter,  Mrs.  Thomeis  Preston — 

An  old  mirror,  about  five  feet  high  and  two  feet  wide,  with  beveled 
edges  and  fi-amed  in  black ;  together  with  the  original  draft  of 
invoice.  This  mirror  is  truly  colonial,  as  it  was  part  of  the  wed- 
ding furniture  ordered  from  England  in  1714  by  Samuel  Preston, 
when  his  daughter  Rachel  married  Samuel  Carpenter,  Second.  The 
bride's  grandfather  was  Governor  under  Penn,  her  father  and 
father-in-law  members  of  the  first  council  which  governed  Penn- 
sylvania, and  her  husband  a  councilor  of  later  date. 

A  large  arm  chair,  that  belonged  to  Preston  Carpenter,  the  son  of 
Samuel  and  Rachel  Carpenter. 

A  handsome  clock,  bought  by  Thomas  Carpenter,  the  grandson  of 
Samuel  and  Rachel  Carpenter,  in  Philadelphia,  in  1778,  just  after 
the  evacuation  of  that  city  by  the  British. 

Flowered  India  china,  silver,  and  inlaid  tables,  with  claw  feet. 
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A  fine  old  oak  chest,  and  other  furniture,  that  belonged  to  Thomas 
Carpenter. 

(The  following  relics  belonged  to  Mrs.  Carpenter's  own  family) — 

A  portrait  of  her  great-grandfather,  the  Priest  Barton  of  "  Watson's 
Annals. ' ' 

A  handsome  silver  knee  buckle,  set  with  brilliants,  and  worn  by  Rev. 
Thomas  Barton.  It  was  brought  home  by  a  faithful  member  of  his 
household  after  his  death  in  the  British  lines  in  New  York,  he 
being  one  of  the  clergy  who  felt  that  they  could  not  give  up  their 
allegiance  to  the  English  Church  as  well  as  the  Crown. 

A  large  portrait  of  her  great-grandmother  Rhea. 

Silver  cream  jug,  India  teapot,  and  other  relics  of  her  great-grand- 
mother Rhea. 

Large  candelabra  of  brass,  wedgewood,  and  cut  glass,  that  belonged 
to  her  grandfather,  William  Barton. 

Piece  of  old  Dresden  ware,  brought  home  by  William  Barton  during 
the  Revolution,  he,  unlike  his  father,  having  adopted  the  cause  of 
the  colonies. 

A  finely  finished  oak  desk,  is  still  in  use,  that  belonged  to  her  great- 
grandfather, John  Estaugh  Hopkins,  of  Haddonfield,  and  is  sup- 
posed to  belong  to  the  well-knowTi  Elizabeth  Haddon,  afterwards 
Mrs.  Estaugh,  whose  large  estate  was  inherited  by  her  nephew, 
Ebenezer  Hopkins. 

A  quantity  of  quaint  old  silver,  from  the  Barton,  Hopkins  and 
Clement  families. 

Chambers,  D.  M.— 

Deed  of  Bombay  Hook  Island,  in  Kent  county,  Delaware,  from 
Edmund  Andross,  "Governor  under  His  Royal  Highness,  James 
Duke,  of  York,"  to  Peter  Byard.     Dated  December  27th,  1675. 

Deed,  from  the  Indian  Chiefs,  occupants  of  the  island,  to  Peter 
Bayard,  in  1679.  The  last  deed  is  interesting  as  showing  the  sense 
of  justice  by  which  the  early  settlers  of  Delaware  were  actuated  in 
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their  dealings  with  the  Indians,  prior  to  their  famous  treaty  with 
William  Penn  in  16S2. 

Cooper,  Mr.  Howard  M. — 

An  eight-day  clock,  nine  feet  tall.  The  original  works  having  been 
stolen  during  the  Revolution,  they  were  replaced  by  those  .which 
still  measure  the  hours  with  accuracy.  It  belonged  to  his  maternal 
great-grandfather,  Joseph  Mickle. 

Oooper,  Mr.  Samuel  C— 

Deed,  dated  1701,  from  William  Penn  to  Thomas  Fairman,  for  a 
part  of  Petty's  Island,  having  the  autograph  of  William  Penn  and 
having  appended  a  large  circular  wax  seal,  three  and  a-half  inches 
in  diameter  and  one-half  inch  thick,  encased  in  a  tin  box. 

A  very  old  flint-lock  musket,  six  feet  long,  that  formerly  had  attached 
to  its  stock  a  hook  by  which  the  owner  could  hook  it  to  the  limb 
of  a  tree,  clamber  up  the  musket  and  so  escape  when  hard  pressed 
by  a  bear. 

Old  Hovise — 

The  house  at  the  corner  of  Point  and  Erie  streets,  having  in  its 
gable  end  a  stone  bearing  the  initials  P.  H.  C,  and  date  1734, 
was  the  British  headquarters  during  their  stay  at  Cooper's  Point. 
After  the  British  left  the  farm  house  it  was  used  as  a  target  for  their 
cannon.  One  of  the  cannon  balls  (now  in  the  possession  of  S.  C. 
Cooper)  penetrated  the  house  and  pierced  a  rafter,  which  remains 
unrepaired  in  the  house  at  present. 

De  La  Coiir,  Mr.  J.  Carl — 

A  pair  of  silver-mounted  flint-lock  pistols,  presented  to  his  great- 
great -uncle.  Colonel  Grantham  by  Guy  Carleton,  who  was  aide-de- 
camp to  General  William  Howe  at  the  battle  of  Germanfown. 

Haines,  Caroline  Schull  and  Sisters — 

A  cut  glass  mug,  brought  from  England  as  a  wedding  gift  to  James, 
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the  son  of  Gideon  and  Judith  Bellanger  SchuU,  their  great-grand- 
father and  mother,  nearly  two  centuries  old. 

A  decanter,  that  was  brought  over  with  William  Penn,  who,  it  has 
always  been  said,  was  one  of  the  partakers  of  its  contents — Hol- 
land gin. 

A  bureau,  that  belonged  to  their  maternal  great -grandmother,  Sarah 
Randolph,  of  Virginia.  It  was  made  from  the  wood  of  a  cherry 
tree  on  her  father's  plantation,  and  is  more  than  two  hundred  years 
old. 

A  piece  of  the  dress,  worn  by  Lady  Washington  at  a  ball  given  to 
celebrate  the  surrender  of  Lord  Cornwallis. 

A  napkin,  that  was  used  on  the  table  at  a  dinner  that  was  given  to 
Washington  and  Lafayette  at  the  home  of  one  of  the  former's 
officers. 

A  copper  teakettle,  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  old. 

Hurlbut,  Catherine  Hall — 

An  engraving  of  her  great-grandfather,  David  Hall,  Governor  of 
Delaware. 

A  silhouette  of  Governor  Hall. 

A  silver  shoe  buckle,  set  with  thirty  stones,  that  belonged  to  Gover- 
nor Hall. 

A  gold  medallion  of  David  Paynter,  the  husband  of  Governor  Hall's 
daughter  Catherine. 

Eight  dollar  bill.  Continental  currency. 

Bill  of  lading  "Military  Stores"  to  Governor  Hall,  Lewistown, 
Delaware,  from  William  Linnard,  Quartennaster. 

Jenkins,  Mrs.  Wilson  Heyward— 

Teacups  and  saucers,  brought  from  England  by  Lady  Parr,  about 
1 71 7,  and  presented  to  Mary  Hubley,  the  great -great-grandmother 
of  Mr.  Jenkins. 

White  satin  waist  coat,  worn  by  Richard  Stockton,  one  of  the  signers 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
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Silver  cup,  that  belonged  to  Richard  Stockton. 

Autograph  letter,  from  Washington  at  headquarters,  Valley  Forge,  to 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Hubley,  at  Lancaster,  ordering  a  general  court- 
martial. 

An  order  from  the  "Council,"  dated  Philadelphia,  June  27th,  1781, 
to  the  "Lieut,  of  the  county  of  Lancaster,"  to  call  forth  men  of 
the  batallion  to  march  to  Northumberland  to  relieve  militia  on 
duty  there. 

The  discharge  of  a  soldier,  who  procured  a  substitute,  March,  1781.

Mahogany  table,  with  claw  feet,  that  belonged  to  Sarah  Stroud  about 

1770. 
Favorite  chair,  used   by  General  Washington  while  on  his  numerous 
visits  to  the  home  of  Malcolm  McLeod. 

Meeteer,  Mrs.  Joseph- 
Mahogany  sideboard,  made  for  Caesar  A.  Rodney,  one  of  the  signers 

of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
Tall  mahogany  clock,  metal  face  with  moon  and   planets  on  it.      In 

the  possession  of  Mr.  Meeteer's  family  for  one   hundred  and  fifty 

years. 
Gold  watch,  that  belonged  to   her  grandmother  one  hundred   years 

ago.     It  has  an  open  face ;  the  name  of  the  maker,  Millet,  Paris, 

is  on  the  works,  and  the  main  spring  is  made  of  tiny  chain  links. 

Price,  Mrs.  Jennie  Voorhees— 

A  brass  candlestick,  and  spinning  wheel,  which  tradition  says  came 

over  in  the  ship  "Brulekoe"   (the  spotted  cow),  with  one  Of  the 

Van  Voorhees  from  Holland,  April,  1660. 
An  old  Bible,  of  the  Van  Voorhees  family,  which  holds  the  records 

of  births  from  1700  to  iSoo.     Printed  in  Dutch,  bound  in  leather 

mounted  on  board,  with  heavy  brass  clasps  studded  with  huge  brass 

nails. 

Prince,  Mrs.  Charles- 
Sampler,  worked  by  Margaret  Calif  in  the  year  1767. 
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Beamer,  Mrs.  H.  C. — 

Black  ebony  tea  box,  fifteen  inches  long,  eleven  inches  wide  and 
eleven  inches  high,  with  brass  handles  on  the  ends.  The  inside 
box  is  made  of  German  silver,  with  lid  heavily  engraved  with 
Chinese  figures,  and  white  ivory  knob.     Imported  in  1 743. 

Reeve,  Mr.  Augustus — 

Many  pieces  of  china,  of  one  set  lettered  S.  P.  C,  and  another  S.  C, 
made  to  order  in  China  about  1770,  the  initials  forming  part  of  the 
decoration. 

Quaint  teapots,  pieces  of  old  blue  Canton  china,  and  antique  punch 
bowls. 

Wine  glass,  with  spiral  stem,  dating  back  to  1 700. 

Silver  mug,  beautifully  engraved. 

Silver  snuff  box,  and  quaint  lacquered  snuff  boxes. 

A  set  of  three  vases,  which  date  back  to  1750. 

Embroidered  wallets,  and  needle  cases. 

A  couch  of  ancient  design,  given  as  a  wedding  present  a  century  ago. 

Chairs  and  tables,  dating  from  1767. 

Pewter  platters,  one  thirty-two  inches  in  diameter,  and  dinner  plates, 
all  marked  B.  C.  to  S.  P.  C,  and  date  of  1766. 

Indian  deed  of  1690,  with  the  "mark"  of  the  Indian,  and  other 
Indian  relics. 

Bible  of  1749,  on  the  fly-leaf  of  which  is  recorded  the  births  of  sev- 
eral negro  slaves. 

A  brazier  of  iron,  such  as  we  see  in  pictures  of  the  seventeenth 
century. 

A  reversible  silk  vest,  worn  by  Joseph  Cooper  in  Washington's  time. 

Implements  for  carding  and  spinning  flax  and  wool,  as  our  great- 
great-grandmothers  felt  i)ride  in  making  their  home-spun  linen 
sheets  and  woolen  blankets,  some  of  which  with  the  initials  in 
"Queen  and  Eyelet  stitch,"  are  still  highly  prized. 

A  writing  desk,  made  of  the  "Treaty  Tree  Elm,"  and  several  pieces 
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of  the  same  tree,  under  which  William  Cooper  stood  with  William 
Penn  at  the  signing  of  the  treaty. 

A  work  box,  made  from  a  branch  of  the  English  Yew  tree,  still  grow- 
ing at  Samuel  Woods  place,  Haddon  Hall,  and  brought  to  this 
country  by  Elizabeth  Haddon  in  1 700. 

Deeds  of  land,  given  in  1769,  1773  and  1777- 

A  black  margined  newspaper,  of  December  21st,  1799,  giving  an 
account  of  the  death  of  Washington. 

Spoon,  and  chest  of  drawers,  very  old. 

A  wooden  doll,  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  old. 

Numerous  coins  of  1705,  and  other  dates. 

The  land  on  which  the  house  of  A.  Reeve  stands  was  part  of  Pyne 
Point,  now  Cooper's  Point  tract,  in  the  city  of  Camden,  purchased 
from  Indians  in  1683  by  the  first  ancestors,  William  and  Margaret 
Cooper.  There  are  several  ancient  dwellings  on  the  land  built  by 
different  ancestors,  one  bearing  the  initials  B.  E.  C,  1734,  another 
S.  P.  C„  1770. 

Rogers,  William  B. — 

A  chest,  made  of  very  fine-grained  hard  wood,  the  front  of  which  is 
engraved  in  hieroglyphic  characters,  supposed  to  have  come  from 
East  India  or  Egypt.  It  has  decended  from  one  William  Rogers 
to  another  for  seven  generations ;  one  of  the  owners  migrated  to 
Burlington  county,  New  Jersey,  from  England,  in  1732, as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society  of  Friends.  The  chest  is  thought  to  be  about 
two  hundred  and  eighty  years  old. 

Shubrick,  Mrs.  Edward  R.— 

Silver  pap  boat  and  spoon,  more  than  one  hundred  years  old. 

Taylor,  Mr.  Clarence  W.— 

English  coins,  supposed  to  have  belonged  to  his  great-great-great- 
great-great-great-grandfather,  John  Fenwick,  the  first  provincial 
governor  elected  in  West  New  Jersey  in   1676,  and  who  was  owner

and  proprietor  of  all  West  New  Jersey  by  deed  for  same  from  Lord 

Berkeley,  dated  March  iSth,  1673. 
Original  parchment  deed  for  four  hundred  acres  of  land  in  Salem 

county  in  1792,  granted  by  his  great-grandfather,  Isaac  Burrough. 
Gold  watch,  formerly  owned  by  his  great-great-grandfather,  Joseph 

Grain,  who  was  captain  of  a  company  of  Pennsylvania  State  troops 

from  Cumberland  county  through  the  whole  period  from  1776  to 

1783- 
Gold  watch,  formerly  owned  by  his  great-great-grandfather,  Robert 
Whitehill,  who  drew  up  the  first  Pennsylvania  State  Constitution 
in  July,  1776,  and  held  office  in  a  legislative  capacity  for  nearly 
fifty  years. 

Thomson,  Mrs.  James  W.— 

A  silver  tankard,  and  a  silver  punch  strainer  that  belonged  to  her 
great-grandfather,  Captain  Edward  Oldham,  of  the  Fifth  Maryland 
regiment ;  family  tradition  says  the  tankard  was  used  by  him 
through  his  entire  service  during  the  Revolution  ;  it  is  of  English 
make,  is  circular,  and  holds  one  full  quart. 

Troth,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry— 

"Ulster  County  Gazette,"  issue  of  January  4th,  1800,  heavily  bor- 
dered in  black  and  containing  the  notice  of  the  death  of  Wash- 
ington, December  14th,  1799. 

Some  brief  remarks  upon  Sunday,  important  subjects  addressed  to  the 
people  called  Quakers,  by  John  Griffith,  printed  in  1781. 

A  collection  of  the  works  of  William  Penn,  published  in  London  in 
1726.

A  light  blue  satin  dress,  worn  by  Sarah  Penrose  at  a  wedding — at 
which  Washington  was  present — in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Phila- 
delphia. 

Dresden  china  teapot,  bowl,  cup  and  saucer,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
years  old. 

Bedspread,  woven  by  Beulah  Haines  in  1 740. 

Two  chests  of  drawers,  one  table,  with  claw  feet ;  one  inlaid  table, 
one  tea  table,  two  high-back  chairs,  one  china  closet,  over  one 
hundred  years  old. 

■Woodhull,  Family  of— 

Revolutionary  sword,  belt  and  buckle,  that  belonged  to  Rev.  John 

Woodhull,  D.D.,  chaplain  of  the  American  Army. 
Revolutionary  sword,   that  belonged  to  Colonel  William  Wikoff,  of 

the  British  Army. 
Prussian  bayonet,  picked  up  on   the  battlefield  of  Monmouth,  1778. 
Tall  clock,  that  once  contained  a  music  box,  1777. 
Elizabethan  chair,  with  carved  back,  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  old. 
Mahogany  chest  of  drawers,  1779. 
French  jewel  box,  one  hundred  years  old. 
Two  French  wine  glasses,  with  spiral  stems,  1773.

Elizabeth  Haddon,  in  1704, 
presented  to  John  Kaighn  two  box  and  two  yew  trees  which  he 
planted  in  front  of  his  house  where  the  yew  trees  are  still  standing, 
having  a  girth  of  six  feet. 

"St.  Mary's  Church,  Colestown,  was  erected  between  1751  and  1752. 
The  high  pulpit,  the  small,  narrow  chancel,  the  galleries  with  their 
high-back  wooden  benches,  and  the  boxed-in  seats  of  the  choir 
all  remain  in  their  original  simplicity.  In  this  church  the  British 
officers,  under  the  standard  of  Saint  George,  listened  to  their  chap- 
lains while  resting  on  their  march."

By  his  active  patriotism  he  had  incurred  the  enmity  of  the  Doanes 
— a  noted  family  of  outlaws  and  British  sympathizers — who  had 
been  stealing  horses  and  committing  many  outrages  while  the 
British  were  in  Philadelphia.  They  visited  Mr.  Grier  at  night, 
beat  him  insensible  with  the  butt  of  a  ])istol  and  destroyed  his 
furniture.  After  failing  to  break  the  mirror  by  throwing  it  on  the 
floor,  they  jumped  upon  it  until  it  was  broken  in  fragments. 

A  wine  glass  that  belonged  to  Colonel  Joseph  Grier,  who  was  born 
in  1750;  in  the  stem  is  a  lace-like  net  work  blown  in  the  glass. 

Several  manuscript  sermons  written  by  the  Rev.  James  Grier,  who 
died  in  1791.  He  was  tutor  in  Princeton  College,  and  was  pastor 
of  Deep  Run  Presbyterian  Church,  Bucks  county.  He  preached 
to  our  army  at  Valley  Forge,  and  his  contemporaries  declare  that 
his  eloquence  and  ardent  appeals  inspired  anew  the  patriotism 
which  had  been  drooping,  and  caused  many  to  join  the  army  of 
Washington. 

Henry's  Commentaries  on  the  Bible,  six  volumes,  London,  1710. 
They  belonged  to  Richard  Walker,  of  Bucks  county,  who  was  born 
in  1700,  a  great -great -uncle  of  the  present  owner.  About  1746  he 
was  appointed  a  judge  of  the  Provincial  Court  by  the  Crown.  On 
a  fly  leaf  he  has  written  that  God  has  spared  him  to  read  it  through 
six  times  before  1776.

"  Was  in  commemoration  of  the  patriotism  displayed  at  Greenwich, 
(Cumberland  county),  on  the  Cohansey  river,  December  22d,  1774, 
when  the  people  resorted  to  violence  against  tea  and  its  friends.  A 
brig,  called  the  '  Greyhound,'  was  on  its  way  to  Philadelphia.  The 
Captain  was  afraid  to  proceed  to  the  place  of  his  destination  and 
came  into  the  Cohansey  river,  landed  his  tea  and  had  it  stored  in 
the  cellar  of  a  building  standing  in  front  of  the  then  open  market 
square.  A  company  of  nearly  forty  men  was  organized.  The 
members  disguised  themselves  as  Indians,  and  on  the  night  of 
December  2  2d,  1774,  broke  into  the  storehouse,  took  out  the  boxes 
of  tea  and  burned  them  in  a  neighboring  field."

Camp,  Miss  Mary  A. — 

Three  large  oak  chairs,  and  two  spinning  wheels,  owned  in  the 
Camp  family,  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  old.

Jackson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  P.  Wolcott— 

Tall  clock,  purchased  in  1763  by  the  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Jackson's 
mother,  (Mrs.  Ezra  Nye),  Hon.  Nathanial  Freeman,  physician,

Desk,  owned  by  Mrs.  Jackson's  maternal  grandfather,  William  Fes- 
senden,  of  Sandwich,  Mass. 

Silver  shoebuckle,  worn  by  Mrs.  Fessenden  at  her  wedding.

A  brick  house  in  Swedesboro,  occupied  by  Mrs.  Welsh,  was  built  pre- 
vious to  the  Revolution  by  Dr.  Bodo  Otto,  a  Revolutionary  officer. 
The  stone  house,  occupied  by  Colonel  Robert  Brown,  of  the  Revo- 
lution, is  still  standing ;  when  a  British  force  pa.ssed  through  the 
town  the  furniture  was  taken  out  and  burned  in  front  of  the  house. 
The  old  Episcopal  parsonage — a  log  building  erected  in  1764 — has 
been  removed  a  short  distance  and  is  still  standing.  The  com- 
munion service  in  use  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  bears  this  in- 
scription, "  Swedish  Church  Raccoon,  1731."

During  the  eleventh  century  this  bedstead  was  presented  by  San- 
chez, King  of  Spain,  to  General  Diaz,  Count  of  Bavar,  com- 
mander of  the  Spanish  army,  as  a  "  fitting  trophy  and  graceful  me- 
morial of  his  victory  over  the  Moorish  Generals."  It  was  then 
their  state  bed  and   regarded    by  them   as   a  sacred   object.     It 
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descended  in  regular  line  from  the  Count  of  Bavar  until  the  six- 
teenth century,  then  a  female  heir  married  a  favorite  courtier  of  the 
Court  of  Francis  I.  of  France,  and  it  was  used  as  a  state  bed  during 
the  reign  of  that  monarch,  but  afterwards  returned  to  the  regular 
heirs.  When  Joseph  Bonaparte  ascended  the  throne  of  Spain  it 
was  presented  to  him  as  "  a  personal  gift  "  by  the  last  remaining 
heir  and  owner  of  the  Franco-Spanish  line  of  descent.  When 
Bonaparte  was  forced  to  abdicate  he  came  to  this  country,  settled 
at  Bordentown,  New  Jersey,  and  brought  the  bedstead  with  him. 
When  he  disposed  of  his  valuables  the  bedstead  was  given  to  a 
young  member  of  the  Talleyrand  family,  who  sold  it  to  the  husband 
of  the  present  owner  in  1863.

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution 
Mr.  Nicholas  entered  the  army.     He  was  a  member  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Convention  which  ratified  the  United  States  Constitution,  and 
was  afterwards  governor  of  Virginia.] 
An  old  blue  china  flower  plate,  over  one  hundred  years  old. 

Deehler,  Mrs.  O.  D.— 

A  Dutch  cast  or  closs,  which  was  given  to  her  great -great -grandmother, 
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Gertrude  Staats,  daughter  of  Dr.  Samuel  Staats,  and  granddaughter 
of  Major  Abram  Staats,  of  Albany,  New  York,  upon  lier  marriage 
to  Andries  Coymans  in  1716.  This  closs  has  had  very  many  ad- 
ventures. During  the  Revolution  Samuel  Staats  Coymans,  son  of 
Andries  Coymans,  was  tied  in  his  chair  out  in  the  snow  while  the 
Hessians  broke  open  the  closs  and  stole  a  quantity  of  silver  that  had 
been  put  there  temporarily.  There  having  been  a  funeral  in  the 
neighborhood,  the  silver  had  been  borrowed  to  grace  the  dinner 
table — much  feasting  being  the  custom  in  those  days  on  such  occa- 
sions— and  on  its  return  had  been  hurriedly  thrust  into  the  closs,  as 
the  reported  approach  of  the  Hessians  alarmed  the  family.  The 
exposure  caused  Samuel  Coymans'  death.

Life  sized  portrait  of  her  great-grandmother,  Elizabeth  Van  Deursen, 
who  was  born  in  1740,  and  married  Rev.  Johannus  Martinus  Van 
Harlingen.  The  portrait  was  taken  when  Elizabeth  was  four  years 
of  age.

It 
was  the  property  of  the  Wagener  family,  of  Easton,  Pennsylvania, 
into  whose  hands  it  xrame  from  the  old  Opp  family.  It  is  fully  one 
hundred  and  fifty  years  old,  and  was  the  first  instrument  of  the 
kind  in  Easton.
